ANKARA, Turkey, Jan, 9.—(4)— 
A five-year Turkish industrialization 
plan aimed at transforming “an eco- 
nomically backward and primitive ag- 
ricultural nation into one of the most 
highly cultured nations of the world” 
was made public today. 

It follows the trail blazed by Tur- 
key’s northern neighbor, soviet Rus- 
sia, was perfected under the guidance 
of Americans, and provides for an 
outlay of $32,000,000 for 15 state 
factories, the exploitation of coal, cop- 
per, and oil deposits, and the hydrav- 
lic electrification of Anatolia.

“There has been a gradual increase 
in the acreage of improved pastures 
for the last 15 years,” Mr. Alexan- 
der said. “This increase has come 
about because of a few demonstra- 
tions established in 1918 by the Col- 
lege of Agriculture, the agriculturai 
extension service and the Central of 
Georgia railway agricultural depart- 
ment, which were conducted by county 
agents and co-operating farmers.

1, the last of the Manchus, Henry 
Pu-yi, will be an emperor again. 

The Manchu regime has back of it 
a ruling history of more than 300 
years, Henry Pu-yi, the last of his 
line of rulers, ascended the throne 
when he was only a baby, and was 
forced off in the revolution that made 
China a republic. 

As boy ruler of all China, he had 
upwards of 400,000,000 subjects. As 
emperor of Manchukuo he would con- 
trol, nominally, the destinies of 30,- 
000,000 people living in an area of 
460,000 square miles, rich in agricul- 
ture, mineral and industrial possibili- 
ties.

Mrs. Lamar said the

Lamar, the only one of the five mem- 
bers whose appointment came from 
Washington, disclosed that she was 
of the minority in the “rebellion” 
against the federal administrator:

This 
year’s contract provides rental pay- 
ments for ‘land rented to the secre- 
tary of agriculture. 

“Those payments are based on the 
average yield of lint cotton per acre 
for the five- -year period, 1927 to 1932, 
inclusive.
